Applicant's submission filed on 3/19/2008 
has been entered. 

This is a Notice of Allowance in response to Amendment filed 1/2/2008. 
Claims 1-21 were rejected in the Office Action, dated 10/2/2007. 

Objection to the specification for lack of an enabling description with respect to 
claims 1-3, 6-9, 12, in reference to the limitation "selecting a bit", has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's arguments. 

Objection to the claims, because the preamble has not been given patentable 
weight for not reciting "a method for testing an integrated circuit (IC)" in the main body of 
the claims, has been withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

Rejection of the Claims under 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraph, with 
respect to the limitation "selecting a bit" recited in claims 1-3, 6-9, 12, has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments. 

Rejection of the Claims under 35 U.S.C. 101 , because of non-statutory subject 
matter, has been withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 
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Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/21/2008 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement has been considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious a method for testing an integrated circuit (IC) recited in the 
independent claims 1 and 7, as currently amended, including among other limitations, 
"storing the selected bit from the selected memory array in a component of the IC chip 
wherein an outcome of the ABIST test is determined based on the stored selected bit". 

Independent Claims 13 and 17 recite an apparatus including among other 
limitations, "a selection circuit for selecting one of the plurality of memory arrays, and 
storing the bit from the selected memory array wherein an outcome of the ABIST test is 
determined based on the stored selected bit". 

Consequently, Claims 1-21 are allowed over the prior arts of record.
